is freed from the Dominion of 'thoſe and indued 
with Humility, Charity, Wiſcom, and Sobriety, 
_& ſuch other Virtues,l ſay only then, can he be truly 
{aid to be ſaved. To ſerve God is the moſt perie&t 
Freedom , and todo kindneſſesto Men the higheſt 
delight: and if all men would ſtrive together, 'for 
this Evangelical Righteouineſs, this Earth would 
be a kind of Heaven. A delight in doing Good 
makes a man like to God, a Companion of Angels, 
a Delight to Mankind: And this gives him ſuch 
Toy and SatisfaCtion in himiclf, as the Devil nor 
Wicked men can never diſturb, This is indeed, 
that Feavenly Kingdom which was began on earth, 
when God in Chriſt Jeſus' came down to dwell a-

No Sir, his Glory is dearer to hing 
than a thouſand worlds ; and therefore though he 
hath given thisRich &Fruitful Earth to the Children 
of Men to trade and dwell in, having the infinitely 
more Glorious Heaven for his own habitation;and 
though he indulge them to uſe all things that they 
canget and poſſeſs therein for the purpoſes of hu- 
mane life (5, e. )) not only to ſupply the neceſſity of 
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It; but to maintain a Grandure fit for the Eſtate the)! 
are Maſters of therein;'yet his Will and Pleaſures 
that according to the'meaſuxe of our poſſeſſions, we; 
offer unto/him ſuch Sacrificts by way of acknow- 
ledgment as may'preferve-in onr ſelves and" declare 
to othiers the Remembrance we ſhould have of that 
Original right which he hath reſerved to himſ=Ifin 
all we have, and that ſtill he hath power: to reſume 
it, if we make a Forfeiture by ingratitude or abuſe, 
And as this Duty belongs to all Men, ſo the ſigni- 
fication of it is by that Law which is written in the 
hearts of all mankind, whence (as many think )the 
offerings of Cain and Abel, and other Euchariſtical 
Sacrifices , firſt proceeded (although thoſe that were 
Propitiatory might come from another cauſe. ): 
But, whether that be ſo or not, it is a thing moſt e- 
vident, that it is Gods incommunicable Right'to be 
Lord of all, and none of us are more than his Vaſl- 
Fals and Stewards; and'theretore where he gives he 
expects to receive, and that alſo much, of thoſe to 
whom he hath given much; though of them to 
whom he hath given little he expects the lels. 
Now this can no otherwiſe be done but by devoting 
ſome part of our Eſtates, to the maintenance of 
ſome ſuch things as either tend moſt immediately to 
his Worſhip and Honour(ſuch as all the Miniſtry's 
of Religion are or of ſome ſuch perſons asare more 
eſpecially related nnto him , and theſe are 
the Prieſt and the Poor : ?cis' true, God hath not 
obliged u- by any poſlitive Laws, for the manner 
or the meaſure of this, but leaves every one to his 
Free Choice, that being Voluntary, it may' be the 
more rewardable; but thence we cannot' conclude, 
that we are Rot obliged to doit at all z.'God loves 
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a chearful giver, but eſteems himſelf robbed. if 'we 
give-not at all; And it is no excyle tor ſay we give: 
Tithes of our Land, andpay our Taxes to the 
Poor; for tho the robbery be the greater when, we 
offend againſt the Law of Nature and the Laws 'of 
the Landat once, yet in paying Tithes we give that 
which was never ours, and in paying the Poors 
Tax, the Law may be more properly ſaid to give 
than we; there muſt therefore be ſome other way of 
acknowledgment beſides that,which can be only by 
doing the Good Works I write of. 
_. 2. Another thing that is provoking in theOmiſſion 
of Good Works is,that it is a Contempt of-Gods pro- 
vidence, for he that believes that God Governs the 
World and diſpoſes of all Events therein, either to 
the good of thoſe that pleaſe him, or to the puniſh 
ment of evil Doers; I ſay he can never look on 
ſuch a man, who neglects a thing ſo graetful to the 
Almighty as deingGood Works as any other than a 
WW Contemner ofhis Providence; God hath indeed, E- 
WW ftabliſhed a fixed Courſe and Order in Nature;and 
according to this he makcs all things ordinarily to 
WW work: Andlo the diligent hand maketh* Rich 
WW 22d ſireggth prevails over weakneſs, and the 


beſt Legs wins the Race, & the moſt skilful in their 
profeſſions find moſt fayour, eſpecially with thoſe 
that need them, and they get moſt mony that. beſt 
underſtand their Trades ; But the wiſe Solomer 
hath obſerved, that itoften falls-out otherwiſe, 
for that there are Seaſons and Accidents that, God 
always keeps in his own power, whereby he alters 
the ordinary courſe of Mtings as he pleaſazh , and 
this all find true by experience: Beſides .even when 
zen obtain that which their "A preparations 
Ee le Tels : .

render them a more plain mark for the envy 
of their Inferiors, and the oppreſſion of thoſe above 
them: And ſo it is of all other Endowments if 
Gods gracious providence do not intervene. Now 
vihen men, notwithſtanding all this ,, never think 
how they may oblige the Care and Bleſſing of the 
Almighty, either by fidelity in his Service, and 
fruitfulneſs in Good Works,as he expects they ſhould, 
who can think but that God will reſent it as aCon- 
tempt of his All-diſpoſing Providence, and ſo con- 
ceive a great diſpleaſure againſt ſuch proud ſinners, 
But 3dly. ſince it ſeems that the mind of man 
(if it be not utterrly blind ) cannot reſiſt the E-:

rary; and will diſſolve again by a fatal neceſſity; & 
though this be very rediculous, yet wiſer men, in 
the eſteem of the World, have drean'd ſo, than ever 
they were, that thought ( on the ſuppoſition that 
there was a God&he the Supream Lord of all)that 
we might omit this of Good Works that iS moſt 
grateful co him, and the neglect whereof yy” a 
0H Cons 
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Contempt of his Providence( if ever there were a- 
ny ſuch.) But the holy P/2l-ſ' hath put ' it our 
ot doubt, that the defect 1 ſpeak of muſt proceed . 
from this Cauſe,-in that he moſt plainly rcters the 
Omiſſion of Good Works to a conceit that there is 

noGod,?ſal.14.tor baving faidin the 1ſt. Verſe, The 
Fuol bath ſaid in his Heart there is no God, it follows 
"Ver. 3.There is none that doth'good; no not onc; And may 
we not well think, that thoſe who will not helieve 
there is a God, nor believe it ſo as to acknowledge 
it in the way before mentioned, &that notwithſtand- 
ing all they ſee of his Goodneſs, Wiſdom and Power, 
in the Creation and Government of Heaven and 
Farth, ſhall know it to their ſorrow, by what they 
ſhall feel of the manifeſtation of his Wrath, it may 
be on Earth, but certainly in Hell. 
' 3. There is yet one thing more, {which the Omiſfſi- 
on of Goad Works doth ſeem to ſpeak men guilty of 
which is worſt ofall, and that is their defying of 
Gods Power. Andas this is worſt, ſo the Evidence 
againſt them in this Caſe ſeems cleareſt, for altho, 
as I obſerved beiore, mans reaſon be niore capable 
of being dcluded by Atheiſtical thoughts then 
perſwaded. that God may be neglected if he be; yet 
ſome men think, that the inviſizle things of God 
are fo clearly ſeen by the things he hath made,that 
no man can be a perfett Arheiſt, however he or o- 
thers may endeavour to have it'ſo: ) Bur then ir 
muſt follow, that fo far as men do believe there is 
a God, and that he hath Sole-Rightiin all things, 
and orders them as he pleaſeth (whether they belive 
this willingly or neceſlarily ) I ſay fo far, the neg- 
le todo ſuch things as pleaſe him, muſt be refer- 
ed to the contempt of his power aud to a'vain con-

fidence in their Riches, as a ſtrong Tower that will 
deiend them againſt all Aſhults of his Wrath and 
Vengeance; and that Rich men ace ſubject to this ' 
Preſumption, appears by the DireCtion of S. Pau! 
to. Timethy, To charge them that are Rich in this world 
het they be not high minded nor truſt in uncertain Ricks 
gr. And this was the very thing that the onarch was 
guilty in, to whom the Council was given, in the 
beginning of this diſcourſe, It ſeems he thought 
there was none above him, and that he might 
.Rule as he pleaſed in deſpight of God; who there- 
fore ſent him to Herd with the Beaſts till he ſhould 
better underſtand that there was one Moſt High , 
chat Ruletheven in the Kingdom of Men , &c. 
The Scripture hath many Inſtances of like kind, but 
but a little on each head leſt I be too long, 1 have 
touched theſe things to ſhow how great a provo- 
ication of Gods wrath the neglect of Good Works 
may prove, eſpecially when perſons have a great 
Ability to do them, and can have no juſt excule,et- 
ther from the greatneſs of their Charge, or the ne - 
ceſlity of an Expence any way ſuitable to their E» 
ſtates, for negleC of the ſame. 

But becauſe Mans heart is extream hard and ſfu- 
pid in Spirituals, and noteaſiely moved with the 
fear of God, let me ſtay you a little on the Conſi- 
deration of the dre adfulneſs of the VYr.thof God , 
which we provoke by neglefting Good Works. 

Ah! Sir, Had you ſeen the pouring out of this 
Wrath in the deluge of Waters that over-flowed 
a profligate and voluptuous world,or the pouring it 
down from Heaven, in Sh-wers of Fire and Brims- 

fone, when God over-threw the proud and luſtful 
* Soddomnts, and fir*d themout of their eaſe & ſloath 
tha? 
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" that was cauſe of thoſe Yices; When he conſumed 
their Riches, which being given them forGoodWorks, 
were made to miniſter to ſuch abominable ' Z«fts. 
Had you beheld when he made the Armys of Ifrael 
Miniſters of his Wrath, and cauſed them with a Shows 
er of Stones to over-whelm Covetous Achan and his 
Family, to bury them, together with their Prey which 
they ſo much loved and luſted after, within that heap, 
as a Memento to -a!ll hoarders of Wealth to the 
Worlds End: And when with Fire and Sword, they 
deſtroyed utterly ſo many Nations of the Amorites be- 
cauſe thiir iniquities were come to the full, Had you 
been among the quakingſraelites,whenGod deſcen« 
ded in Thunder & Lightning on a burningMountain 
to deliver his threatning Law,or beheld, with the a- 
mazed Multitude,theSunturned into blood,theEarth 
trembling, the Rocks rent, the Graves gpened,; the 
dead (as affrighted)ariſing out of them&running ins 
to the holy City;when theSon ofGod ſuffered on rhe 
Croſs to introduce his Gractons Goſpel, '& this, that 
none might rhink-he did caſiely blot out the hand- 
writing of Ordinances that was againſt us and take 
it out of the way by Nalling it to the Croſs. Had 
you ſeen any of theſe, or the many more, inſtances 
recorded in Scripture of the dreadful effefts ofGods 
Wrath, I doubt not, but it muſt have made ſuch 
impreſſions on your mind, as might -diſpoſe you to 
flee from the wrath to come,by bringing torth fruits 
meet for Repentance and amendment of Life; which 
as I have ſhewed is only ( in this particular Caſe)

lity to do it: I-fay ſince it is fo, it appears that none

Again, Though Proviſion for Families is to be 
premiſed, yet what that Proviſion is, muſt be 
well conſidered. *Tis not whatever we are pleaſed 
to call providing for our Families, which will ex- 
cuſe from ſuch Works of Charity and Pious Donati- 
ons as I am ſpeaking of: For it is not the humour- 
ing of an ambitious fancy, and deſire of railing our 
Families to the . heights of Gentility or Nobility, 
that 1'a making proviſion for them ; but the lay- 
ing up ſuch a ſtock as may miniſter to their in- 
duſtry in getting a comfortable Livelihood, or to 
make them live according to the ſtate of the Fa- 


| mily they are of. But when Citizens affect to 


make their Sons Gentlemen, or Gentlemen to make 
their Sons Lords, and for the gratification of ſuch 
afftetion neglect to do ſuch things for the ho-, 
nour of God, and good of Mankind, as may juſt- 
ly be expefted from Men of their Eſtates ; this 
is a.very great fault, and a thing that hath ve- 
ry evil conſequences both in reſpect of themſelves 
and Families.

Such Citizens as theſe I will ſuppoſe to be in ſuch 
2 capacity to Gentilizing their Families as the 
former ſort are never like to attain, being it may 
be worth ten or twenty thouſand Pounds; yet 
ſo much as would ſuffice for them to contribute 
to ſuch good Works conld not hinder their 
moſt effeftual accompliſhment of that deſign. 
For ſuppoſe now that a man were able to leave 
his Son three hnndred pounds a year, or ſuffici- 


ent to purchaſe it, it would add very little to- | 


wards the ſupport of his' Gentility, though he 
ſhould make it three hundred and fifty Pounds a 
year ; whereas one thouſand Pounds ſpent in ſuch 
works would render him a brave man, and alſo 
lay a Foundation for the Honour of his Family, 
and ſecure Gods bleſſing on his Children, which is 
beyond all the Eſtate he can leave them. | 
And this alſo will provoke the Gentry to do their 
part in theſe Generous ACtions ; :for they are apt to

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But this being a thing of vaſt charge; 1 hearti- 


ily wiſh that ſome Parliament would take it into 


conſideration, and ſo lay the foundation for ſuch 
a work, and give ſuch aid in the Bulk and main 
Body thereof, that theſe Pious Donations of well- 
diſpoſed men may be able to effeCt it, and that 
neither the inſufficiency of all that which can that 
way be hoped for, may diſcourage any BenefaCtors 
from gnploying their Eſtates therein ; nor the no 
neceſſity of Private help, becauſe that of the Publick | 
will do it in time, may diſoblige any from doing 
their part, as they are ſingle Perſons, as well as 
Members of the Nation. 

Secondly, Of this Nature alſo is the augment-, 
ing the Maintenance of Miniſters in ſome Pariſh- 
es in the Countrey, that afford not above five or 
ten Pounds a year to a Miniſter ; by which means 
they have either no Miniſter at all, but live like 
Salvages, without any publick Offices of Divine 
Worſhip, or elſe ſuch very bad ones, as are un- 
able and unfit on ſeveral accounts for that ſacred 
Imployment. ' And if the Patronage of ſuch Aug- 
nentations were committed to two or three pi- 
ous and judicious men, with Authority and truſt, 
that when either of them die, the Survivers ſhould 
chooſe another of the ſame quality in his place : 
It ſeems to me the molt Lkely way to ſecure ſuch 
Pariſhes of the enjoyment of a good Miniſter. | 

Thirdly, Pariſhes where there isa plentiful main- 
tenance for the Miniſter, = by reafon of the pro- 
laveneſs or careleſneſs of the Patrons, ' or their 
regard to Relation and Friendſhip more than to 
the Glory of God, and good of mens Souls, and 
lor- other cauſes, it doth often happen that very 
un- 
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unworthy perſons have the Cure of mens Souls 
Now when it is ſo, it ſeems to me a great at W+ 
of Charity to provide that a fit and worthy Per. 
ſon may be taken in to the aſſiſtance of the Parſon, 
as a Lefturer or Curate ; to which purpoſe it will 
be worthy the rich Men of ſuch Pariſhes to con 
tribute freely thereunto. | 

If it be ſaid, that the Biſhop of the Dioceſs 
hath Power to ſuſpend ſuch unfit Miniftery and 
put better in their places ; I anſwer, that there be 
ſome caſes wherein the power giyento the Biſnop by 
the Law, ſeems'to me defeCftive as to this thing; 
and in thoſe caſes wherein he hath power, it is 
only on ſuch proof of matter of Fact as 1s not 
ealie to be made againſt ſuch Miniſters, who are 
often very ſubtle in their viciouſneſs ; eſpecially 
, If they make an intereſt in the worſer patt of the 
Pariſh ( which is uſually the greateſt ) to oppoſe 
ſuch Proſecution : And it may often happen, that 
it is better to bear with an ill Miniſter, than to 
divide the Pariſh about his ſuſpenſion. And there- 
fore thoſe that are good men, in ſuch caſe were 
belt to contribute freely, as beforeſaid ; which no 
Miniſter of a Pariſh will be againſt, becauſe it is for 
his eaſe ; nor the reſt of the People ( if he be found 
and peaceable as well as pious) can have any rea- 
ſonto find fault with it. 

Fourthly, It ſeems great, Pity to me,that in popu- 
lous places, ſuch as Countrey Towns where there 
are no Cathedrals, and in the Pariſhes of this great 
City, the excellent order of our Church for pub-- 
lick Prayers Morning and Evening, is not more ad 
carefylly obſerved. There are two Reaſons of What! 
this defect ;. The one is, that Miniſters are by the 
Ru- 
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wirick, excuſed in ſome caſes from reading : Now 
ecauſe It is: uncertain when theſe Caſes will hap- 
en, there can be no conſtancy of performance ; 
od if it be uncertain whether there will be Pray- 
1.0r not, or at what time it will be, few will 
zind to come, though they have no. buſineſs; and 
many that would order their bnlineſs to be pre- 
at thereat, if. they knew that certain time, can- 
t; ſo that the good order of the Church in 
at caſe provided, is to little purpoſe, except 
here be ſuch a maintenance ſettled, as would en- 
ae the Miniſter to read them conſtantly at a 
xrtain ' hour, either himſelf, or to provide ſome 
ther to do it for him: Therefore I think it a 
meat / act of Piety. and Charity to give freely to the 
ettlement of ſuch a maintinance. 'Tis an a& of 
ety, becauſe God 1s greatly honoured by the 
lemnities of his publick Worſhip : And of Cha- 
ty, becauſe there-is nothing' tends more to the 
omfort and. edification of good Chriſtians, 'than 
bis ; eſpecially of ſuch as have much time and 
kiſure ; and aged/ people that are going out of 
this World : For ſuch to have opportunity fo fre- 
ently 'to be exerciſed ' in the excellent Works 
if praiſing- God, hearing his Word, and ſeeking 
bis Grace to. prepare them for Death and Judg- 
ment, is an unſpeakible benefit and Comfort. And 
tte. greater the number of Chriſtians are that may 
have 1 09g ae to frequent ſuch publick Worſhip 
fAlmighty God; the greater is the Piety and Cha- 
of ſuch Donations: Therefore in this great 
nd populous City, and in that part of it that 
hath the cloſeſt Habitations, and greateſt concourſe 
of people, it is\ag excellent work to provide = 
the 
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the conſtant reading of Morning and Evening Pray. 
er. For as the Honour of a King is in the-mul.f 
tirude of his People, ſo 'tis greatly to. the: hc 
nour of God. to . have multitudes of Worſhipper, 
And in places where: there is great numbers of Men, 
we may hope there may be many devout and pi 
ous Chriſtians, that may delight to honour 
Creator and Saviour, and. to enjoy this the Commy-M# 
nion of Saints in moſt ſolemn exerciſes of Divine. 
Worſhip; and we may hope alſo that their Exam 
ple may draw others to taſte and ſec how goodit 15 to dray 
nigh ro'God, to behold his Glory, to triumph in bis Praiſe, 
to attend to the great Myſteries of his Grace reveal- 
ed in Chriſt, and hear the Records of his wonderful 
Works, &c. and ſo by ſuch tryal they. may be: with 
drawn from the deceitfuland deſtruCtive pleaſuresof 
lin, to. the true and moſt wholeſome pleaſures « 
Grace : I wiſh this were well conſidered on the ſpeci 
al account which I ſhall here venture to mention, in 
hope to provoke the aid of ſome good rich man in a 
delign' of this nature.

hapning of which will make a day moſt happy to 
that People of any that ever ſaw the Morning Light) 
and made more Gentle and Neighbourly, ] fay 
were'it not for theſe and ſuch like things , they 
were {carce tolerable among men; a Nation thar 
never were, or can be more happy than under our 
Condutt and ProreQion, that owe their preſent O- 
pulency and Greatneſs, and, I had almoſt ſaid, their 
yery Effence as a:Narion to us under God ; I fay 
this ſeems rome a very great thing. It is well known 
among them (and'may be to us if we would conſt 
derit) how they -rhen cxulted 1n' the poverty of the 
Exchequer, and repreſented the King in Books and 
Pictures as Poor and Begperly in' a moſt hateful 
and provoking manner, and concluded it impoſh- 
ble, as then charged," that the Exchequer ſhould be 
able ro ſupport {o expenſive a war, and that we 
muſt rheretore become a prey to their inſatiable co- 
vetouſnels ; they entertained themlelves with marry 
pleafing conceits of the great advantages they ſhould 
have by the ruine of our Fleet, and diſabling us to 
rain our ancient Ho:our and Powcr at Sea; and 
thoughr the thing fo ſure, that they could not con- 
tain rhemſelves within the bounds of modeſty in the 
anticipating the Joy thereof ; their Words and Pa- 
pers ſo abounding with expreſſions of the pleaſure 
they conceived, that it became fulſome to all per- 
ſons unconcerned 5 now can any one think that here 
was not a great neceſſity for poſt-poning the pay-

E bavebeen informed the greateſt and wiſeſt of our

2. Would Subjesbe as juſt to their Prince as they 
defire he fhould be tothem, it could never happen, 
But that, when heallows them a Chancery for al 
the equitable caſes occurrins among themſelves, ye: 
ſuch wherein the ſtrict inforcement of Laws for & 
curing his Perſon and Propriecy may intrench on Ef or 
quiry, and doth beſides take off their force often di 
times by uſing his Prerogative in Ads and Exhib an

way to be provided for. I know mens brains, that 
are empty of the knowledgeof fuch great affairs,are 
apt to be full of Projefts how the thing might other- 
wiſe have been done : Burt what it ſuch Projects 
ſhould have proved like theſe of the Eternal Motion, 
which ſeem very like to cfteQt ir, bur by experience 
are found worth nothing, and the ruine of the Nati- 
on had enſued? | 
Bur 3ly. though the necellity were proved never 
ſo great, and equity to plead the cale never fo well, 
ſome men well think the thing ought not to be al- 
lowed, for that the jealoufie of having this brought into 
4 prefident, if it ſhould be ſo tar owned asto pay the 
Debes, is i11 their eſteem a ſufficientargument againſt 
2)l that can be ſaid herein. And indeed j:aloulie of 
our Princes is a dileaſe molt incident to.rhe peo- 
ple of this Iſland, a diſeaſe of ſuch nature, thar ſcarce 
any of the affected will believe it to be a diſeaſe, 
or 1ndure any ting neceſlary for the cure , nay a 
diſeaſe that is increaſed by the indeavour of a cure 
J and works on thoſe that ory any thing to 
work ic out of our minds. Every one is jealous, of 
him that ſpeaks againſt fears and jealouſies, that he 
is of the Court py; a Traytor to his Country, &e. 
and ſo long, all he ſaysagainit it is vain to them, yet 
| have a great confidence that, Where men are not 
irrecoyerably aftefted herewithy it willnot have this 
nal effect on me, for, ſo long as it doth not take away 
FF icir ſenſes, they muſt know, that know me, w_ 'is 
carce 
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ſcarce polijble ſuch a thing ſhould be true, or that 
any: thing but their own and the Publick Good 
ſhould: move me to this Charitable undertaking, 
and becauile I believe certainly that nothing can be 
more contrary to fearing God and honouring the 
King than an eaſinels of being impreſſed with ſuch 
fears and jealoufies. God commands That Chari 
which thinketh notEvil, nonotof any man, ma

rity. Now no- man that belicyes this (as I wonder 
any one ſhould not) but muſt conclude the jealouſig]. 
I ſpeak of are againſt the honomrAwe owe the King, 
and *tis a wonder to me how any man, that eva 
read the Scripture or learnt his Catechiſe, can make 
a ſhift to keep a quiet Conſcience while heindulgeth 
himſelf in his Vice. I confeſs Thave heard now.and 
then by chance,ſomething that intimates ſome way 
for it,(»iz.) by odd definitions and diſtin&tionscon-if 
cerning the Seat of Supream Power, which they (ay 
istheKing ; and falle conceptions of the reverence we 


are to haycof Him, which ſome Citizens haye ſai

off Bur I confeſs ] am more atraid of being account-

#f tity againſt cheſe pernitious jealouſies; but that being 
d&fſthe fate of all that indeayor to effect things trul 
1{ honourable and praiſe-worthy, to be ſo accounted, 
x. doth not much concern me ; if I could have found ir 
th bad been done before, and that the circumſtances of 
orffiibings were re ſame now that made it incftefual 
reffchen, Thad not touched this SubjeCt, bur I could not 
bc intormed of either. T herefore as ro this jealoulie 
of making an evil preſident by afliſtng the Sutfe- 
rers, let.me add ſomethifig further. 

1. If the thing were nor ill done the Argument 
void, for we ought to have a jealoulie of ill things 
Fonly, leſt they be brought into preſident.

ur if men will yer inſiſt on this jealouſic, let me 
fay this one thing more, Thar if, as wiſe men, they 
will think themſelves bound to ule 1o great caution 
for preventing impolitions on the People, I muſt a 
ſo believe that as good Chriſtians, they. ought allo 
when they have done their beſt, to pur their truſt 
in Chriſt Jeſus ſofar, that they ſhould nor refuſe to 
do a thing (o Juſt, ſo Charitable, fo Pleafing to God, 
ſo agrecable ro His Example,who did not withhold 
his grace from thoſe that needed it, for fear ſome 
might abule itz I ſay ſhould not refuſe ro do ſuch a 
thing only for fear ſome ill uſe may be made of ir 
by ſucceeding Princes ; for Good Chriſtians have ſuch 
beliet in Chriſt, as the Wiſdom and Power of God 
that they reſt ſatisfied, that in ſuch caſes, he can and 
will find ways to prevent that and all other incon- 
venicncies that may otherwiſe follow the doing ſo 
good a work. | 

If it be ſaid, asI know it is by a great many, thac 
His Majeſty is able to do it himſett. 

I anſwer, that ir is moſt evident that of his Roy- 
al Bounty he hath done to his ability yea beyond 
ir for ſatisfying this Debt, inſomuch that the Exche- 
quer hath been found to retard ſometimes the pay- 
ments he hath ordcred ; that he hatn taken down 
theExpences of his Court more than any of his Pre- 
deceſſors, and abridged his own Grandure, and diſ- 
obliged the Servants and Officers of His Court by 
ſhort allowances and lefining their. Wages,and ſeye- 
ral other things that ſhew how deſirous he was todo 
the moſt could poſſibly be expeCted or reaſonably 
delired for his part, and 1t he had not ſome moſt un- 
| grateful 
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grateful and ill natured Subjects, he had never heard 
of any ſuch obyje&ions, bur I hope he hath many, 
yea the moſt that are orherwiic, and as God hath 
owned his Pious and Charitable indeavoursby break- 
ing to pieces the Conlpiracies of {uch men againſt 
him (the chiet Head of whom was ( as *tis ſaid and 
very probahly ) one of the chiet Adviſers of ſhut- 
ting the Exchequer) fo I doubt not he will ar laſt 
open the eyes of all that have any honelty among 
them, that they ſhall ice their fault and become hi 
friends. But ſome fay it is policy,as things ſtand, to 
keep the Exchequer poor. To which I anlwer, 
TThar,the policy they dream of,in weakning His Ma- 
jeſties Exchequer, hath ſo many intreagues in it, and 
ſuppoſeth lo many things that may never come, and 
that I bclieve God will prevent. if they will joyn 
with usin doing their duty to Him and our Prince, 
that it is not for me to meddle with it, and it were 
well it they would not neither ; for I am fully aflu- 
red thatthe jealouſtesofthat kind have brought more 
miſchiefs on themſelves and the Kingdom already.

ſuch as have, much Inconvenience, if not ſome Evil 
in them ; (ths by the by. ) 
Ir was Certainly a great Fault if the proſpect} of a 
. *great Income of Orphans and others on truſt,did re- 
tard the Care and: Conſideration aforeſaid; for tho this 
might be made uſe of to anſwer thoſe ends, yet fince 
if private men ſhould purpoſe to get a. Credit and 
Reputation, and then uſe it to take others Eſtates to 
maintain Themſelves and Families, and take no care 
to get a Stack and Eſtate of their own to that uſe, 
I ſay't would be reckon'd a very Evil Deltga, and 
the Actors but a kind of Thieves,and I think Thieves 
of. the worſt kind, now therefore that the Chick

in this laſt age, than in any that went before ) yet the 
Government is never the more innocent: 'The end 
of ſuch Government 1s, not that they ſhould be Com- 
panions in Sin, or Patrons of uny evil Cuſtom, bur 
that they Hzould prevent and reform ſuch. Ir was 
once u very fad Lamentation, That the faithful City 
was become an Harlot ;, it was full of Tudoment, 
Righteouſneſs lodged init, but now Murderers. That her 
Princes were rebellious ; and Comapnions of Thieves, 
that they oppreſſed the Fatherleſs, and judged not the 
Canſe of the Widow, &c, Iſa. 1.22. And 1 appeal to 
wiſe-men, Whether there be not roo much Cauſe for 
ſuch a Heavy Complaint againft this once Famous 
City upon this occaſion. Bur to divert my Reader a

need of it, This was ſo great a Conveniency for thoſe that. had 
Money by them, ' reſerved for Uſes that might not preſently Oc- 
cur, that it grew to a mighty Trade, and they that uſcd it are 
now Debters in vaſt Sums which they cannot pay : But fince, 
when ſome of the firſt ſort had ſo broke for great Sums, the Re- 
mainder have brought it to time certain, bur / ſtil] pretend tothe 
former Art, and that they can allow 5 or 6 per Cent, for as much 
Meney as they can get, and make a Trade of putting it, out or 
uſing it to advantage z and this is ſu deſperable a thing to thoſe 
that have Money, eſpecially to Widows and Fatherlefs, and ſuch 
as have net the Art to Improve Money themſelves, that they ar 
willing to believe it againſt all ſenſe and reaſon, and will not 
be warned of the Cheat by the greateſt Experience, In pi 'w 
6 't y 
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great Guilc by Cheating in this way ;-and for the 'preventing fo 
grear Scandal as hereby-muſt redound to Religion ; and the de- 
fling the Church by admitting ſuch to the Sacaamenr (which I 
think ought not to be) and for other good purpoſes : T will here 
offer my thoughts on this matrer to publick view, humbly defi- 
ring theſe that are able Caſuiſts among vs, that if T err, they 
will ceQifie me; If I am right, that they will inforce the thing as 
23 matter both ſcaſonable and profitable. 

+ 1 fall therefore lay this -as the Foundation of my Diſcour: : 
«1, That it is; utterly unlawful for any'man to pretend to that 
* which is not true, whether he do it by Words or Aﬀtions: And 
«2ly, That ir-is great Injuſtice tro Promiſe and give Bond, when 
« we do not know we are able to performy ; much more when we 
«know the contrary. And 31ly, That the greater the Miſchiefs are 
«that are conſequent to ſuch pretences and promiſes, the greater 
© js the Guilr of thoſe that make them. 

- TRUTH is the beſt and moſt Glorious Thing*in the World, the 
Foundation of that Confidence, without which there can be no 
Converſation among men; That Name of God, whith obligeth 
vs to aſcribe Greatneſs unto him, (as Dewt.3 2.4.) is, He is the Rock, 
bis work is perfet# : for all his ways are judgment': # God of truth, 
gnd without iniquity; juft and wight is he. If he were not a Rock , 
(ie.) a ſure Foundarion: of our Hope and Confidence) he: could 
not be our God, and, if, his work were not perfett, and hit ways 
judgment, he could not be 4 Rock; and if he were not a God of 
Truth, and without iniquity, juſt and right, his works could not be 
perfet?,, and bis ways judgment : This fhews the Excellency of 
Truth , Juſtice, and Righteouſneſs. Therefore the Sentence of the 
third -of che wiſe young men, Eſdras 4. was worthily magnified 
by Darizzs and his Council, and there is a mighty ſtrengrh of 
Reaſon in his Diſcourſe, for he argueth thus ; He that made the 
Greateſt Things in Nature mult be greateſt, as Men and Women, 


which are in cheir kinds ſtrongeſt; che Earth thar is greateſt, the 


Heavens that are higheſt, the Sun that is ſwifteſt of all things; 
Verſe 34, 35- and he takes it for a thing evident in ir ſelf, and 
known to all men; that Truth was the wery Eſſence and Nature of 
that Mighty Creator of all theſe.

rroyement. I ſay, that when this is ſo ( as all know thax (s ic is) 
that choſe Bankers ( whe are nor the wiſcſt of men, or of the beſt 
breeding for ought I can find ) ſhould have a reach beyond all 
heWorld in this matter. I have heard indeed, that ſome of rhe 
firſt fort of Bankers have made twetity, thirty, yea, forty in the 
Hundred of their Money in former times ; but *rwas. te the great 
damage of the Publick, or to the ruine of ſuch neceſfitous perſons 
23-gave ſuch allowance for the 'Ipan of Moneys; yer for all thar, 
they are all brake ane gone off the Stage with diſhonour.. Our 
preſene Bankers can ſ(caice preterd to ſuch vaſt Improvements, yer 
they will infirvate that ſome ſecres ways they bave, (that no body 
knows but themſelves ) which are of great advantage; but ſome 
of theſe have gone off roo ; and being forced ro fhew their Books, 
have opencd the myſtery, and ſkewed that ſuch prerences were 
but a Cheac, and that they had. found nothing but what others 
MW knew , only they would venture with others Money, that which 
no wiſe man would do with his own, and truſt out Thouſands on 
Qcurity that no man would take tor Hundreds ; ſometimes Ten 
or fltcen Thouſand pounds ro one man, or to two or three which 
ae made ong by Combination, of whom they could neGer yer five 
killings in the pound ; and rheſe Bankers have been ſuch as 
tave pretended to great Warineſs and.

| But 3ly, The Evils and Miſchicfs conſequent to/ this - way of 
Trade make the unlawfulneſs of it more, manifeſt : For, firſt ir 
is unlawful for him that hath engaged in the Chriſtian Warfare, 
lo to imrumber hwſclf tn the Affairs of this life, as this Trade re- 
quires ; ar leaſt excepr he could have no other way to. live, or 
thar ſome greater reaſons, then the dcfire. of living high, moved 
tim thereunto, The Chriſtian that underſtanes his Religion, 
kno#s the rewards of Vertue propoſed therein, to bc fu far above

thar of worldly Pomp and pleaſure, that he, will never willingly 
chooſe 2 Stare ptcjudiciat ro the former, only becauſe *tis adyane 
rageous to rhe latter; but if he can five and maintain his Family

men undertake tne Improvement of ) is a very great diſturbance,

kers and Merchants . become ſuſpefed 'of being ſo far con” 
ecrn'd with them, that it impairs their Credit for 2/rime;” and 
if but one man. be over jealous, though without cauſe," and Ar- 
reff one of theſe publickly, or if any out of ſpleen ſhculd do fo, 
it would alarm many more, and. bring A&ions ſo faſt'as might. 
oyerwhelm the beſt of them ; By all which it is evident, how 
theſe men part with the ſecurity of their perſons and quiet of 
their minds, out of defire to ſeem great and rich in this Werld. 
But thirdly, The worſt. miſchief of all is, that in' this Trade; 
men make the Eternal Salvation of their Souls ſo extreamly diffi 
culr, that it is next to impoſſible; For not only rhe -infinire 
thoughts and buſineſs that accompany the managetmtne of fo 
ta Treaſute, muſt hinder that compoſed ſtare of mind which 
it needful for a Chriſtian to proſecute his Salvation withal, and 
the Cares and Vexations conſequent to the Hazares and Diſap- 
pointments to which ſuch bufineſs isſubje&, will diſtra the mind 
ahd' make it yet more unfit for that purpoſe; and the giving ſuch 
latereſt tor Moriey makes men apt'to Extortion and unreaſonable 
mpofitions on men in their neceſſities, and to undertake very 
hazardous Enterprizes, and to take ſuch Securities as may prove 
vorthg nothing ( if there be but 2 poſſibility of grear gain if 
things Juck well) and this debauches their Conſciences, or makes 
their Reaſon look ſourly on them , ſo that rhey love not ro enter 
into themſelves, and converſe with their own Minds, .but are al- 
ays abroad and orit of themſelves, which thoſe muſt nor be thar 
ill fave their Souls eternally, I ſay, not only this (which I have 
birited before) but there is that in it which makes their Salvation 
en tlnes more difficult yet, and that is this; When men have ſet 
p themſelves in a high ſtate and rank, and have been counted 
hebeſt men in the Pariſh, when they have been Companions for 
e Greateſt, hd courted and addreſs'd, - on ſeveral accounts, as if 
hey were ſome Great Ones. I ſay, if after this, Misfortuties come, 
aar their Trade be ſpoiled, and the bottom muſt be wound up 
Wl! they ſeethe end of it; if it then appear that they have bur 
it enough to pay their Debts, or that it falls much ſhort ; and 
[ yet it appear chat their Debts muſt be paid ( ar leaſt to the ut- 
hoſt that chey are able ) or elſe they can never be ſaved; in that 
Ie that borroweth and ayeth not again is a wicked man, Pſal.z7,21. 
Ind the unrighteord tat never inherit the Kingdem of God, 1 Cor. 
9. And he that detains that which is another mans, is as truly 
Thief as he that ſteals it ; and ſuch Thieves and coyetous _

Now this a Goldſmith only can do, becauſe he, dealing in Bullion 
-and Jewels, may by buying ſuch things, or lending Money on

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thoſe thar truſt him ; and it may be ſuppoſed, that if he pay no 
Intereſt, ( 8s Tam ſure no man can afford ro do, nor was it ever 
the Cuſtom in former times, but men were rather gratified for 
Receiving and Paying.) 1 ſay, that then they may, by ſach Trade 
in Buying and Lending, get ſo much as may compenſate for their 
Pains and Charge in kecping Servatits and Books, &'e. And ha- 
ving ſaid thus much, I ncw return. 


Jz is, I ſay, a thing much to be lamented, that the 
Government of ſuch a City ſhould give any Coun- 
tenance to any thing, of this nature, whereby men 
ſhould be infnared by talfe pretences and appearances, 
to their loſs and undoing, or that any, from obſerving 
the working of things 1n the Aﬀairs of the Chamber 
of Lmmdon, ſhould take occafion of ſuch a Conceit as 
this. 7 ſee there is a way wherein # man that is worth no- 
thing, nay, though he owe much more then he u worth, 
may have great Credit and live high in the world, and 
as thing: may hap, he may be honeſt and pay his Debts, 
and get-an Eftate ; but if not, he baving vaſt Sums in 
his hands, may reſerve enough - to live better than be- 
fore, and that this can be no great Reproach, ſinee the 
Chamber it ſelf muſt once come to that, as to Compound 
its Debts, and ſend thouſands away diſſatisfied , that 
And yet who knows but 
that ſome1ll men that knew rhe ſtate of the Chamber, 
might long ago have ſuch a Conceit, and thereu 
oive beginning to this naughty Trade of Banking, 
which hath done ſo much hurr. 

Bur I know it will befaid , Alas, what ſhould the 
Government of the City have done when they firſt 
diſcoyered this? It was a hard caſe for this Famous 
City to do as I have heard the King of Spain once 
d1d, wit, to declare themſelves Inſolvent ; that 1s to 
ſay,poor and unable to pay what they had borrowed;

Feaſting, and other Bravery, to their own diſhonour 
and eternal reproach,and to the great loſs, if not ruine 
of thofe that, intruſted them : Not that I blame thoſe 
things abſolutely, for I know that Grandure and 
Magnificence is neceffary for the ends of Government, 
but it ought otherwiſe to be provided for, and if the 
Government, being ſenſible firſt of their grear damape |, 
by paying ſuch Intereſt ro Orphans, and of the _ 
of their Stock by that and other ways, and alſo conſi- 
dering their Inability to maintain the neceſſary charge

ſuch a Government may truly plead Ignorance, the 

canuot plead Innocence ; for it ' muſt be a great fault 
in ſich not to be concerned, whether the Chamber 
be rich or poor, juſt or unjuſt, a Security to ſuch as 
truſt them, or a Gulf to ſwallow all that is caſt in 
there ( as it would be it the vaſt Expences to which 
it 1s ſubjeCt be defrayed by ſuch Moneys) and ex- 
cept ſuch men be ſo unconcern'd, it ſeems 1mpoſlible 
to me thatIgnorance can be by them truly pleaded, 
Now I have ſhewn before the Obligation of tuch our 
relation to Incorporations, and that God will exact an 
Account thereof ; and indeed he doth ſeldom diſpenſe 
wich ſuch Faults in this world, becauſe here only 
theſe Bodies do ſubſiſt, and there is no reſurreion of 
the dead to ſuch Incorporations, or any life ever- 
laſting for them to be puniſhed in as ſuch, only God ad- 
mits Repentance unto theſe, and if they repent (as 
ſuch) and bring forth meet fruits, they may long 
ſtand in this world; but if not, God lays his Ax to 
their Roots,and cuts them down:Bur he 1s long ſuffer- 
ring,and ſpares them three years(7.e.)a great whule firſt, 
as long as there 1s any probability ; nay, and after that 
another year, and makes a ſecond tryal by digging 

and dunging about them,and ſpares as long as t 1s poſ- 
fible to conceive hope of fruit; and ſo he hath done 
by us, *ts a ſhame to tell the date from which ſome 


fay, this Infolvency of the City hath commenced, and 


all this time we ſhould have conſidered it, and inqui- 
red into the Cauſes of the decay of its Treaſure, and 
rhe Conſequences of ſpending the Stock of poor 
Orphans that were put (or rather taken) into the 
Chamber, and taking Money of others at Intereſt, 
when they were unable to pay;( but as they robbed Pe- 
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ter to pay Paul) and, confidering this, ſhould have ta- 
ken the very firſt fit opportunity to have declared the 
matter, and fought helpin the Caſe: and many an op- 
portunity hey have had; but my-thinks there was 
one that mightily inhanſerh their Guilt not to have 
taken, and that was, When the Parliament firſt quar- 
relled with the King in confidence of rhe Ciries Aid; 
for if the wiſeſt and beſt of the Governors of this City 
had declared to that Parliament the vaſt Charge that 
muſt accur to this Chamber, by aſſiſting them in a 
War againſt their Ring, and their Inabiliry to do it, 
but with the livelihood of thoſe poor Orphans and 
others that they were intruſted with, (roo much of 
which had been expended already) and had made uſe 
of this Conſideration to have depreſſed the Cauſes and 
Incentives to 'that War , *cis like rhe Parhament ' 
would never hgve ventured to ingage the Nation 
in that rebellious and deſtruftive War. ' But alafs, 
how juſtly hath the Royal Martyr complained of our 
Madneſs and Folly at that time, in permitting Riots 
and Tumults to the affronting of Himſelr and all his 
Friends, and heartning and provoking his Enemies to 
abuſe and perſecute Him, and running headlong in- 
to an unneceſſary and chargeable War, to the 'ruine 
of themſelves and the Nation, (1f miraculous Provi- 
dence had not prevented it: ). 'Tis this I fear hath 
preatly increaſed rhe Debt of this City, and ſo deeply 
ingraven that CharaCter of the Prophet in the place 
fore-meritioned, and that in both reſpeQts, thar it is 
beyond all excuſe and extermination, and hath been 
the greateſt cauſe, as I believe, of the overthrow of irs 
Charter, which might have had worſe cfteCts, but for 
a Gracious King, then moſt men 1magin'd. | 

© Burnow, it may be,fome may think that theres no 
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Obligation lies on the paſt Governours or their Poſte 
rity 1n this matter, but that all is diflalved with their 


kindneſs indeed, and my preſent Argument were uſe- 
leſs, bur think it is not fo, for their Action was per- 
ſonal, and ſo muſt the Guilt be, and is continues as 
as long as they are perſons, however their relation to 
the Government ceaſe; for I have reaſon to think that 
as the poſſeſſion of thar Relation could be no Reward 
for their well-doing, but ; only the occaſion of it, 
and that which laid - the foundation of a future 
reward, it fo they had anſwered the ends and obli- 
gations thereof ;. ſo the diffolution of that relation 
cannot be eſteemed any competent puniſhment for 
the neglect of their Duty and for their cauſing the 
infinite miſchiefs conſequent on it; for ſo it 18 in 
the relations of Father. and Son, Husband and 
Wife, and all others Occonomical, National, or Ec- 
clefiaſtical, and for the miſcarriages 16 all of them, 
however the relations be diffolyed , ſhall moſt cer- 
rainly be puniſh*d in this World, in the next, or in 
both, if we do not repent and bring forth meet fruits, 
which, in the caſe under confideration, is the doing 
whatever we are able, with Perſon and Purſe, to heal 
the Wounds and Evils that ſuch our negleds and 
male-adminiſtrarions occaſioned, and to prevent: the 
like for the future, by Confeſſion to God, Reſtitu- 
tion to men, and Condemnation of our ſelves, for 
having ſoofftended. And this is the thing I chiefly 
drive, at, that rhoſe men who are lately diſcharged 
from the Government, ſhould think themſelves ob- 
liged, tor all tharyto aſlift to the uttermoſt in this work; 
and | bclieye a due ſenſe of their miſcarriages in Go- 
vernment;, and the expreſſion of ſuch a temper as 
| | becomes 
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becomes them under the juſt diſpieaſure of God and 
their Prince , would bring them again- into favour 
with both, and be. infinitely more to their own fſati(- 
faction in the review , then a ſullen diſcontent ; a 
thing that may expoſe them to very bad tempration, 
| and beget inward trouble and vexation at the laſt. 

| How far the Poſterity of thoſe that have been of 


old concern'd in this Government, and through their 


male-adminiſtration' became guilty: I ſay, how they 
are obliged 1n a ſpecial regard, is a harder queſtion, 
But ſince God vifits the Iniquities of tþe Fathers on 
their Children, and fince thoſe that would be per- 
feftly freed from the Guilt of their Forefathers, ſhould 
in reaſon declare they are not ſuch a Pollerity as ap- 
prove their ſayings; and fince.no better way they can 
do it then in afliſting moſt treely in rhe Caſe before 
us ; methinks thoſe rich men that know,or but proba- 
bly think their Progenitors had any hand in the Go- 
yernment of the City ſinceits inſolvency commenced, 
ſhould take on themſelves an Obligation to be more 
than ordinary free and forward in this caſe, 

_ Laſtly, I ſhall only rouch the Obligation of our 
preſent Governors, and ſo end. 

Theſe certainly are neareſt unto the Guilt and py- 
niſhment of this Offence, though they may not have 
been the greateſt Offenders ; doubtleſs *ris with the 
Government of a City, as well as with that of a 
Kingdom, That it never dies, and the Guilt remains 
as long aFthe Government, except 1t be ſome way 
diſcharged ; and therefore theſe in whom it preſently 
ſubſiſts are in great danger of preſent puniſhment if 
they do not their part for ſatisfying the Law of 
God, which ſhall not fail in any Tora. And indeed, by 
taking on them the. Goyernment, they take all that is 
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inſeparably affixed toit, good and bad ; which ſhould 
be well conſidered of thoſe that take up the Gown:

[t is ſome ſatisfaStion to the muſerable and afflicted, 
when thoſe, that have been Chiei Inſtruments of their 
Miſeries, do but confeſs their Fault, ask them par- 
don, lament. their Sufferings, and endeavour an -A- 
mends ; and this ts the leaſt that Offenders in any 


kind can do ; If one do but tread on anothers Toe 


and make him halt or cry out for-pain, he cannot but 
cry him mercy and hold hiz1 from falling ; and they 
that bur caſually wound any fhould endeavour to heal 
them again: And if for involuntary Offences men ex- 
pect ſorrow & ſatisfaction,much more for thoſe which 
might have been prevented ; and ic is Impudence ad- 
ded to Injury, when men out-brave thoſe they have 
hurt or wronged, or {light their ſufferings as not to 
be regarded. I have heard it heavily complained of, 
that ſome Bankrupt Bankers kept up their port, and 
rode in ſtate in their Coaches attended as before, when 
ſo many were great Suffererers by their putting the 
Money lent them into the Exchequer, thereby to raiſe 
themſelves to that height, where it was now ſtopt; 


and may 1t not aggravate the ſorrows of the many ſad 
Orphans, 
a 
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Orphans, Widows, and others in this City, whoſe 
Whole is in the Chamber, to ſee no abatement of 
Pomp and Pleaſures, of Feaſtings and Furniture, &*c. 
whereby too much Inſenſ{ibility 1s declared, and rhe 
Money, that might do ſomewhat (if bur a little) to- 
wards their relief,is expended : Such as theſe are apt to 
think ( and ſpeak to) as if mourning Weeds, and 
Bread of Aﬀiiction better became the Debtors of thoſe 
that muſt goin Rags and fare bardly,than ſuch Pomp 
and State ; but the greateſt Offence is given hereby 
to God Almighty, who is injured and offended in this 
matter more then men ; thofe that ſhould have re- 
preſented him,as well in his Righteouſneſs and Good- 
neſs as in his Majeſty and Greatneſs, while they fate 
in the Seat of Gevernment , when they have ſo 


grolly negleCted- it, and, being made his Deputies in 


the world to relieve the Opprefled, and to ſee that the

We read of a Dives , who 
hid himſelt in his Banquetting- houſe, when he ſhould 
have appeared for the relief of a dying Lazarrs that 
hy at his Gate full of Sores; while his Dogs were more 
neighbourly to him than he would be. "The World 1s 
full of fuch unnatural rich men, who cannot endure 
to come mgh the miſerable of their own kind : The 
Brutes ſhall riſe in judgment againſt ſuch, who are 
obſerved ro afſetble themſelves, when they know, by 
the Cries, that any of their kind are in miſery, and 
willingly runto their relief. But beſides their relation 
to themſelves, they have the ſame intereſt in God as 
their Creator, and in Chrift as their Saviour, which 
the richeſt in the World have ; for this being gronud- 
ed on their being men, The rich and poor are both 
alike, aud both meet together , as Solomon obſerves : 
God in Chriſt offereth the participation of his 
Grace and - Salvation to both with the ſame freedom, 
and on the ſame conditions of Faith and Repentance ; 
and without thoſe the richeſt in the world ſhall be no 
miore ſaved than the pooreſt: Bur in thoſe the poor 
have ſome advantage,as ſuch ; for the Scripture ſpeaks 
as1f the very poverty and miſery of mens ſtate in this 
world gave them ſome ſingular reſpe&t with God and 
our blefled Saviour, and gave alſo great help to their 
repentance. I obſerved before, that'ris one of God's 
glorious Attributes, that he ſaves the poor our of 
miſery ; and 18 the Comforter of the. dejeted ; and 
Chriſt both pronounces a bleſling to them, Luk.6.20. 


ind preaches his Goſpel to them, Luke 1 1. 5.in par- 
ticular , not that they {hall aCtually partake of his 


Bleflings and Evangetical C:mforts, only on the ac- 
Count 
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count of their poverty without Faith and Repentance, 
bur becauſe the poverty and miſery of their outward 
condition make them more meet Objefts of the Diving 


Pity, and is more like to diſpoſe them for the recep» 
tion of Chriſt's Grace. than Riches and Glory in thi 
world: And on this account they are more truly blef: 
ſed than the Rich and Pompous, in that they are ing 
nearer diſpoſitzon to blefledneſs; and it will bean high 
aggravation of the fin. I am reproving,that for that tor 


which'God and Chriſt had the greater reſpect to theſe, 
and was more propitious towards them, even for their 


poor eſtate in this world, I ſay that for that we ſhould 
abhor them, and hide our ſelves from them. What 
though it may be ſaid, that they brought themſelves 
into miſery by their own default : Have we not all 
done ſo with reſpect to God Almighty ? But yet though 


our deffruttion be of our ſelves, yet our help is in him; 


and ſo ſhould the help of theſe miſerable Creatures be 


inus, if we would be hke him. -?T'is true, that as the 
help of God conſiſted in putting us into ſuch a ſtate 
as that we might 2york out our own ſalvation, which 
we ſhould do with fear and trembling, becauſe if he 
once help us out of the ſtate of Infirmity, wherein we 


| had no ſtrength for that. work, and we afterward a- 


buſe his Grace, and deſpiſe the infinite Benefits con- 
ſequent to the good uſe of it, and wilfully caſt our 
ſclves again into miſery, there 18 no ground: of hope 
for a ſecond Grace. I iay, as God deals .thus with 
us, ſo the help that we afford to this ſort of poor 15

to God, that hath not lefr us to the ſame Infirmities 
and Caſualties which might have made us even as 
oor as they: And 2ly, To ſhew our ſympathy and 
llow-ſceling of the common miſeries of humane Na- 
ture, and ſo to ſhew our ſelves men ; that 1s, living 
Members of the Community of Mankind: And allo 
2ly, To ſhew our Humility ard Generofity in the 
{tare of Dignity and Advancement above others, which 
15 to ſhew our ſelves brave and wiſe men: And g4ly. To 
provide tor our own Honour and greateſt Satisfa- 
Chon 1n this World, and Eternal Felicity in the nexr. 
Bur laſtly, If they be poor Chriſtians, and have 
even Evidence of their true Piety, this adds mightily 
to the Obiigation, our being liberal in our Charity 
towards them ; we are then not only one fleſh with 
them, in that we are made of one Blood; but by one 


' Spirit we are all baptized into one Body, of whith

hours, and taught to read one; by this means their 
Schooling would not beget a habit of Idleneſs, which 
ſometimes becomes incurable. 

And by this means, if there be any among the 
poorer ſort that are of excellent Capacities, they may 
be recommended unto the Biſhop and Presbytery of 
the Dioceſss to be Educated for the beſt Service of 
Church and State: And I believe a good Order in 
this caſe would produce great benefirs, and prevent 
mam{fold miſchiefs. And tor thereſt, their Parents or 
the Pariſhes would be directed ro put them to ſuch 
Trades asare ſuitable to their Capacitics ; therefore 
be that 'by his Purſe or by his pains promotes this, I 
think doth a good work, 
 Tfeitherof theſe fall ro Debauchery, and neglect 
the improvement of their Capacities, either of Mind or 
Body, for the publick good and their own, after they 
have been fo educatcd as before, there is no greater 

- charity for theſe than a Houſe of CorreQtion: and if the 
uniſhment-to Scholars were to be kept hard to work,

- vantagiouſly, they will ruine themſelves, ox;at Jeaft 
run.out of all that 1s lent rhem : Now ſuch. as theſe 
ought to know themſelyes ſo well, as ro be contented 
to live as JourneF+men to others, and not aſpire to 
ſuch. a ſtate wherein they may ;run themſelves mn 
debt, and involve themſelves in ſuch: troubles and 
ſnares that they are neither capable of enjoyning-them« 
ſelves or ſerving others: And every wife man will ſo. - 
well conſider the perlon on whom he exerciſes' his 
Charity and Bemificence in this kind, that he may be 
more like ro do him good than hurr, and he may 'be 
ſure he ſhall do 1o, it they have the Vertues fore men- 
rioned : And thoſe that are intruſted with the Charity 
of others, ought to be the wiſeſt cf men, and more 
Careful that ir be well Cciſpofed than if it were their 
own, becauſe herein they ſhew therefelves both tayih»: 
-tul and charitable. 
\Andhere give me Icave to note one thing, much 
as I-think for publick good ; and it 'it this, That: 
thoſe who'are intruſted in ſuck Aﬀeairs, be perſons of 
good Principles in matters of Religion, that they 
may take Care the Youth in ſuch places be well edu- 
cated in that refpe&, tor this is of great avail both 
for their own good and that of the publick; ard we; 
have a great Example in the Care of his Sacred Mas 
1:fty, in diſpoſing the Truſts of thoſe famous Foun-- 
dations of His Renowned Predeceflor King Edward; 
rn Wn ao eg Je war's 1 mean 
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| I mean the Hoſpitals of this Ciry, which, however 
_libelled by ſome, is of great uſe for rhe good of City. 
and Kingdom; for the diſpoſe of publick Charity, 
gets men almoſt as great an Intereſt as if it. were their 
own,” and in times wherein there 1s Conteſt for Supe- 
riority of Intereſts, and ſuch are ſet up as tend to the 
diflolving all Law and Government by a major Vote: 
Sure no man of ſence can blame a Care in this mats 
ter, and I do not doubt but that (whatever diſcon- 
tented men ſuggeſt againſt it )' the alteration will 
tend to the increaſe of good works and advantage of 
theſe Foundations; 'and do moſt humbly beſeech the ' 
- preſent Goyernours, that they will give 'Teſtimony to 
the World, that the.Church of England begets and 
breeds up her Sons'to as noble and heroick underta- 
kings of this kind, ' as any Convyenticles of Schiſma- 
ticks can do theirs, and much more. 
| I ſpeak not this to offend any man, but to dire 
thoſe of our way in this matter, as I'am ſure ſuch as 
take moſt offence would do thoſe of their own, if it 
were/in a like caſe; and then their own practice

The fore-mentioned atts of Charity tend to the 
maintenance and ſupport of Life ; now that whichyis 
next_to, Life 1s Liberty, and therefore he thar pro-- 
cures Liberty to Captives doth a.

But of Captives we muſt make diſtin&tion , ſome 
there are that bring themſelves into Captivity by 
their Vices ; and many of theſe perſons are ſo perni- 
cious to humane Society , 'that a Priſon is the fitteſt 
place for them, and the beſt 'Charity to theſe is 'to. 
provide ſo that they may be kept to work in Priſon, 
_ tharthey may not have time and- temptation to plot | 
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miſchief there nor: 'to a&t;'fich wickodnich among 
themſelves ;as they: commonly: do 5: But to” deliver 
theſe out of-Priſon; and ſer then. ar hiberry to "cheat. _ 
and couzen/.and run in' debt wnh'all they can meet 
with that are of a'ctedulous teraper; or to do 'worſs 
_ miſchiefs, this deſerves not the:name of Charity, bf 
a Good Work. But there-are ſome who by misfor-" 
tune or natural infirmiry become ſubje& to Arxeſts, 
and. by the. Cruelly. of. their : Creditors are eat” into 
Priſon, not thatthey can expect any thing from them, 
but tor the gratification of their own revengeful hu- 
mour ; for .theſethink I we ſhould firſt mediate: and 
ſee to perſwade their Creditors to releaſe them; and ' 
ſecondly, It they will not be wrought upon without 
lome part of their debts , aſliſtthem to payir, ' | -"-"

{Next to Livelihood and Liberty, 1s the Comfort 
and Security of Humane Life, In relation to which, 
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may promote to very good purpoſe; the firſt *is, 


ſafe and pleaſant to Travellers; ' and prowding 
 Watchesto prevent Robberies; I know the Laws re- 
quire that theſe things be done by the Country. ( as 
they do alſo that the poor ſhall be relieved of ,the

Country, where the change of Air and Company, and 
other Circumſtances have ſhortned their lives; and 
many other inconvemiences might be named thar 
men are ſubject toin ſeeking a fit Retirement in their 
old age: Now the proviſion of ſuch a place as Iins 
tend, might be a ou prevention of ſuch inconvent- 
ences to perſons o 

Circumſtances, I ſhould rather take up my habita- 
tion therein than in any other I can think of. I will 
not- undertake ro make a deſcription of the Archi- 
tecture and Appendages of ſuch a place ; for I never 
was nor ever am like to be: capable of any preat 
works, but I have heard ſomewhat of the Charterbouſe, 
which ſo-well pleafeth my Fancy, that if a habita» 
tion in ſuch a place, among a great many 'perſons of 
my own Age and Rank, where I might chooſe ſome 
of like afeAion to my ſelf, for Intimacy of Converſa- 
tion, and enjoy the ſociety of the reſt in publick duties 
of Religion, and have innocent divertiſements be- 
tween whiles. I ſay, if a Habitation in ſuck aplace were 
to be purchaſed for my life, I ſhould ( after I had 
provided for my Family, and when I were bereft of
